Washington, March 13. — It can be 
•Uted by authority that President 
Roosevelt haft not definitely made up 
his mind to call an < xtraordlnary seu- 
sion of the fifty-eighth congress. He, 
however, Is considering the practica- 
bility of doing so. When he was in- 
formed that it was the intention ol 
tha aenata to so amend, ttaa Cuban 
reciprocity treaty as to render action 
upon it by the house of representa- 
tives necessary to make It effective, 
he Informed some members of the 
senate that he would hold himself free 
to call an axtraordlnary session of the 
eongresf tn order to secure action up- 
on It. No definite time was men- 
tioned by the president for the meet- 
ing of the extraordinary session. 

The president is much in earnest in 
hli desire to have the Cuban treaty 
ratified and made effective. It can 
be said that so strong: i.s this desire 
he has even consldc red tlie a<lvisabil- 
ity of calling the congress into ex- 
traordinary session this spring the 
senate should permit the Cuban treaty 
to fall through lack of a quorum. '1 hat, 
however. Is a contingency which he 
considers Improlialjle. The helicf of 
the president and of his advisors is 
that the senate will take definite ac- 
tion upon both the Panama canal and 
Cuban reciprocity treaties at the pres- 
ent extraordinary session. Assiiranws 
to that effect have been received from 
the leaders of the senate. The presi- 
dent believes. It also can be said, that 
this work of the senate will have been 
accompllslied by the last of next weeli. 

WT)en the senate went into execu- 
tive session Senator Morgan entered 
upon a discussion of Attorney Oeneral 
Knox's opinion afe to the validity or 
the title to the Panama canal prop- 
erty which can be given by liie new 
Panama canal company. This opinion 
he attacked as defective In some 
points, and especially in its failure to 
deal with the Jurisdiction of the 
French courts which have passed up- 
on the canal company's title. 

A Dead Princess. 
Berlin, March i '.. - rrincesa Ber- 
nard of Saxe-Weiinar died suddenly 
near Hanover. She was seized with 
convulsions while driving with her 
husband and expired two hours later 
in a wayside cottaRC. The princes.? 
was of obscure origin and was born at 
Lubeck. It was for her that Bernard, 
second son of the late Prince Herr- 
mann of Sax^Weimar, reorounced his 
name and royal rank about two years 
ago and received for himself and his 
male descendants th(> name and rank 
of Count Von Crayenberg. The de- 
ceased princess was, before soe mar- 
ried Princo Bernard, the widow of the 
Marquis Luchessini, an Italian. 

MiMinfl Explorer Turns Up. 

St. Petersburg, March li. — Profess- 
or Baurla, the zoologist Of the Baron 
Toll expedition, who left the expedi- 
tion's yacht Sarla in May with three 
others to engage in scientUb research 
in New Siberia, has-arrived at Irkutsk, 
a city of Erastem Siberia. The expedi- 
tion lieaded by Baron Toll is explor- 
ing the Siberian coast line. It was 
reported on November 21 to have been 
cut off from the coast by early winter 
Ice In New. Siberia, and on February 
21 the Imperial academy of sciences 
at St. Petersburg decided to dispatch 
an expedition to search for Baron Toll 
and bis companions. 

Ta Restrain Strikers. 
Kansas City. March IS. — At least 
elfht additional companies will ask 
the federal court here for an order 
restraining their strilving employes 
from Interfering in the transaction of 
theJr business. The petitions, which 
have already been drawn up, make the 
contention that Interference with wag- 
ons on the way to the depots and 
shipping yards is In violation of tlie 
interstai.' ..mini, ic- laws. The plaint- 
iffs will arjfae that ^ooda are In tran- 
sit in the meaning of the law from the 
moment they are loaded into a wagon, 
when a receipt is given by the trans- 
fer company. 

Saw the Pope. 

Rome, March Kl. — The pope re- 
ceived in private audience Bishop Ed- 
ward Dunne of Dallas, Texas, who 
presented the pontiff with a Jubilee ot- 
fering. The bishop wai Impressed 
with tk« pope'a vitality, especially 
when, expressing his affection for 
the people of tli»j United States, he 
asked the bishop to convey his bless- 
ing to all the faithful in his diocese, 
saying. "Come again." 



KENTDCKY. AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 



Design and Descriptioa of tiic {liiiidsomo New Bnililin^ to l»e Erected hy the State Exhibit Associa- 
tian — All Who Contribute as Much as $1 Can Say With Pardonable 

Pride "If 8 Part llliie.'' 



The ")S9W Kantocky Home," to be 
erected la Foreat Park, 8t Loais, for the 

Louisiana Purchase Exposition next year, 
has already reached the ataxe of an out- 
line on paper, and to-day, in architect's 
design, it is submitted to the Kentucky 
public by the Kentucky Exhibit Associa- 
tion with the hope that it will receive 
their applause. The next step will be tf 
completion of the working drawings and 
then actoal construction will begin. 
While neither tke money neeeaaary to 
erwsf the Kentacky Building on the 
World's Fair grounds, nor the money 
necessary to collect and install the big 
exhibit/ of Kentucky's prodaota And re- 
sources contemplated, has been raised, 
the movement has passed the wabbly 
stagr and wmp— i% asamed. It ia the 
firm belief of the General Finance Com- 
mittee that sixty days more will bring to 
the association fond practically ill ot the 
•100,000. Fom mootba have bam apent

ture. Every eiile of the building is a 
front, and each of course has an entrance. 
The broad aides of the building are em- 
phasized by massive porches flanked 
witii sculpture groups, symbolical of 
mines, forestry, mannfactures, and agri- 
culture and horticulture. Unlike many 
expdMtion boildings, the "Kentucky 
Home" has as inviting an interior aa it 
has an attractive eztlrior. The first 
floor forma' a reception liall, fifty-six by 
sixty feet, with a hardwood floor. Along 
the walls of this hall the exhibits will be 
placed. In the center will be a map of 
Kentucky made of marble mosaics. It 
will be twenty-tive feet Equare and will 
show dearly every county of the State, 
the mosaics to be colored to indicate the 
special resources of each county— black 
for coal, yellow for clay, white for atone, 
green for fruit, red for wheat, lemon for

The site of the Kentucky building is 
one ol the best on the exposition grounds. 
It is within 100 yardn nf a main entrance 
to the fair, where the terminala of the 
city railwar linea are located. It is the 
purpose of the Buildinj? Committee to 
have blue grass growing around the 
**home.'' Sod will be taken over from 
Kentucky at the proper time and placed 
around the lawn. The walks leading to 
the four entrances of the building wiU 
be made of Kentucky asphalt. 

Until actual construction begine a lar^e 
sign will occupy the site, ao the thous- 
ands of vipitora to the grounds daily now 




in laying plans to thia end. An organiza- 
tion throughout the State baa been per- 
fected that can hot reralt ia the hdaing 
of the entire fund. 

The Bute Building apeaks for itself. 
This design was selected by the Building 
Committee after two weeka had been 
st>ent in eanvaasing the twelve different 
drawings submitted in the cbmpetition. 
Since the award was made to the success- 
ful firm— Heaara. Kenneth McDonald and 
J. F. Shebleaey— the committee has or- 
dered numerous changea in not only tbe 
perspective, bat the floor plans. The cot 
shown herewith is a perfect representa- 
tion of the building as it will stand on the 
grounds at St. Louis next year. 

Tbe building will cover an area ol 138 
feet by 108 feet, including porches and 
verandas. ThebnildinK |>roper ia ninety- 
seven by sixty-two feet. For neighbors 
it will have Oalifomia on one side and 
Minneeota on the other, facing Iowa and 
New Mexico. Tbe exterior shows a clas- 
sic style of arqjiltectnre, richly decoratMi.

light-well. The second floor will be 
used almost exclusively by ladies, with 
tbe exception of rooma arranged at one 
end so they msy be thrown into one 
large banqueting hall for serving a din- 
ner or brekkfast on any special occasion. 
There will also be a third floor, with-one

In this connection it should be said 
that it is the purpose of the Kentucky 
Exhibit Association to erect the bnilding 
if possible o»it of popular subscriptions 
and to devote the remainder of tbe $100,- 
OOO-abont 170.000 -to colleeting^ inatall- 
ing and maintaining' the exbibiti to be 
made of Kentucky products and resour- 
ces in the main exhibit palaces of the 
exposition, for it must be remembt rcd 
that the aesociation has planned a luiich 
greater advertisement of Kentucky than 
would come through a State bnilding. It 
is hoped to secure from tbe business ele- 
nieiit of Kentui ky enough contributions 
for these exhibits, because all* commer- 
cial and industrial life in the State Is di- 
rectly interentod in this feature of the 
work, that which is certain to develop 
ICantaoky.

Buffalo, N. T., March 13.— The will 

of the late Edwin L. I!nrdick, mur- 
de,"ed in his home here Friday, Feb. 
27, has been made public. Burdick 
cuts off bis wife whom he waa aulng 
for divorce, without a cent. He leavea 
t2.500 to relatives and tl)<> rest of his 
property to his three children, share 
and share alike. The will was made 
December 8, 1902. Mr. Burdick namcfi 
as executors of his estate Auguatua B. 
Kellogg, Oeorge H. Dunston and Geo. 
C. Miller. He names Charles Parks 
and Rasley Tueker. his business asso- 
ciates, as guardians of his three chil- 
dren. Frederick Hartzell, attorney for 
Mrs. Burdick, was asked if there 
would be any objections to the will 
so far as ho and his client were con- 
cerned. "I ran t tell yet," he said. 
"There n-.:iy I.e." 

Objections were filed in behalf ot 
Mrs. Burdick and by P. B. Hartzell In 
behalf of the Infants, as their six^eial 
guardian. Counsel for the « xcciitois 
said he thnuRlit s:)me one fIiduIiI Ik- 
appointed the special guardian other 
than Mr. Harzell. The court, however, 
declined to revoke the appointment. 

The will was then admitted to pro- 
bate, under the Ftipiilation tt;at the 
objection of Mrs. B\irdirk to the 
clause providing for the apiioiiunieiit 
of testamentary guardians for the chil- 
dren be determined by the surrogate 
at a future date, Mrs. Biirdlck ex- 
pres.sed sati.'ifactlon with the other 
section.'^ of the will. 

Arrangements have been completed 
by Uie authorities for holding the in- 
quest in the Burdick murder rasf' 
They hope to learn somethinp at th." 
inqHcHt that will throw lisht up m i! '' 
murder mystery. The police otHcials 
exercised great secrecy in arranging 
for the inquiry. 

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE

Manilla, March 13. — Bartlett Sin- 
clair, treasurer of Rizal province, at- 
tempted to commit .suicide by taking 
poison in the office of the attorney 
general, who iiuormed him that the 
government intended to prosecute him 
for neglecting his office and permit- 
ting the peculation of funds. 

Sinclair's boolcs weic I'Mind to be 
in a muddled state. The autluirities 
had been investigating for months a 
shortage of several thouaands, but it 
is not believed that Sinclair embezzled 
any money. Four of his subordinates 
h<4ve been arrested on the charge Ot 
■jemhezzlcmeut. 



KILLED SIX PASSENGERS. 

Mexlc^au Bandits Hold l^p a htuge. 
One Vlvtlm Wealthy. 
Tucson, Ariz., -aarch 13. — Mexican 
bandits held up the stage which runs 
between Potarn and Torln, on the 
YaquI river In Honors, killing all or 
the six passengers. AinonK them was 
Filiberto Alvarado, a wealthy Mexi- 
can who owend a number of ranches 
along tbe Taqui river. The authori- 
ties at Ouayamas were at once noti- 
fied. Alvarado and his wife had taken 
the stage from Potam to Torin, and 
the robbers no doubt tliought they 
carried a large aum of money with 
them. The stage carried very little 
mall and scarcely any money or valu- 
ables, BO that Alvarado must have 
been the mark of the bandits. The 
hold-up took place about half way be- 
tween the two towns, bnt Joat hoi^ the 
stage waa attacked will never be 
knows, as all of the passengers and 
the driver were killed. Circumstances 
give evidence that they put up a fight. 
Their bodies were rifled of everything 
of value upon them. The tracea had 
been cut and the horses had been al- 
lowed to run wild. The cover and 
body of th« atage were shot full ot 
holes.

Hawaiian Money Recoiiied. 
San Francisco, March 13. — Sixty- 
five thousand dollars of Hawaiian 
money has been tranaferred from the 
United States sub-treasury to tha lo- 
cal mint. This Is the first consign- 
ment of Hawaiian coitis to hr nieltml 
and turned Into United States money. 
The work of recoinage will begin at 
once, and as soon aa the metal bears 
tbe stamp of the American eagle an- 
other lot of the Island money will be 
sent to the mint by the local govern- 
ment treaaurer. There is still |200,- 
000 of this money tn the subtreasury, 
and frolta now on until the 11,000,000 
point Is reached every steamer from 
Honolulu is expected to bring more of 
It for reedinage.

Portsmouth, O., March 13. — The 
flood In the Scioto river washed away 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Hall, 
and only Mrs. Hall survives the ca- 
tastrophe out of the family of six. 
Mr. Hail drowned while trying to res- 
cue aeveraj of his little children. Mrs. 
Hall says her home was carried away 
by the rapidly rising river. Including 
all the household effects. 

The body of one of tho children has 
been recovered anil search is being 
prosecuted for the others. All tbe 
children drowned were girls. They 
were Mary, aged 9 years; Katie, aged 
6 years; Edna, aged 4, and Louise, 
aged 2. 

Still Raining. 

— There was 
a decrease in the rise of the river here 
In the past 24 hours, the otllcial gauge 
reading 18.8, a rise of one-tenth. The 
river la now seven-tentha of a foot be- 
low tho record of is;i". The serious- 
ness of the situation ;a increased, how- 
ever, by the cuntiiiuance of rainy 
weather, which is softening the levees 
along the Louisiana line. Larg« forcna 
continue to aaek the city front, and 
the engineers are still hopeful that tA^ 
local line of eiiihanUnicnla will stand 
the strain Imposed on them. Flying 
gangs were dispatched to different 
points on reports- which reached tlie 
engineers of weakening spots, but 
thoy were In every Instance found to 
lie oxagKerated. Doth hanks of the 
rivor above the city are being guarded 
to prevent the enitiii',' of levees. 

Condlticna at Memphis. 
Memphis, March The river rose 
five-tenths of a foot here during the 
past 24 hours, the gauge marking 36.1 



feet. All indications still point to a 
stage of 38 feet by Sunday or Monday. 
The work on the new levee is pro- 
greaalng night and day. The Imme- 
diate country Ground the town is cov- 
ered with from three to five feet of 
water. All outward-hound boats are 
loaded with men and supplies for the 
flooded districts. Advices from Mis- 
sissippi atate that many people in Coa- 
homa county are alarmed over the sit- 
uation. The enRineers say. however, 
thai the levees were never so strong 
and claim there is no danger of a 
br^ak.

— In- 
tense excitement prevails here he- 
cause telephone advices tell of an im- 
pending break in the Ai.ington levee 
near Baton Rouge. Hands are being 
corralled on all tb^ plantations across 
the river, and hundreda of them are 
being sent on a special train to the 
scene of trouble. Sliould the levee 
give way all the new river section 
of this parish will be flooded. The 
region is populated principally by 
poor, small fanners. •

Brush, Colo.., March 13. — The warm 
weather of the past few days has melt- 
ed the snowdrifts from the plains, and 
gullios of the south divide and all 
streams are running bank full. The 
Burlington railrG«ri is waabed out west 
of here, and. trains are running over 
the Union Pacific tracks to this place.
